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(57) CLAIMS 

1 . A winder for continuously winding a filamentary material 
on a pair of bobbins each rotatably supported on both sides 
by paired shafts one of which is provided with a rotary cover 
capable of rotating co- jointly with the bobbin and movable 
along the same shaft, wherein, when a working bobbin stops being 
full of turns of a filament thereon and shifts to another empty 
bobbin, said rotary cover rotates in the same direction and 
at the same rotation speed with the full bobbin to cover said 
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bobbin and hold a cut end of the filament therein and the winding 
of the filament is shifted to the other empty bobbin. 

2 . A winder for continuously winding a filamentary material 
on a pair of bobbins each rotatably supported on both sides 
by paired shafts one of which is provided with a rotary cover 
capable of rotating co- jointly with the bobbin and movable 
along the same shaft and has a filament -hooking catcher 
attached to a peripheral part thereof and is movable co- jointly 
with axial movement of the cover to touch with and separate 
from an edge of the cover, wherein, when a working bobbin stops 
being full of turns of a filament thereon and shifts to an empty 
bobbin, said rotary cover rotates in the same direction and 
at the same rotation speed with the full bobbin to cover said 
bobbin and hold a cut end of the filament therein and the winding 
of the filament is shifted to the other empty bobbin. 

3 . A winder for continuously winding a filamentary material 
on a pair of bobbins each rotatably supported on both sides 
by paired shafts one of which is provided with a rotary cover 
capable of rotating co- jointly with the bobbin and movable 
along the same shaft and which has a filament -hooking catcher 
attached to a peripheral part thereof and is movable co- jointly 
with axial movement of the cover to touch with and separate 
from an edge of the cover and which is also provided with a 
jet nozzle for blowing pressurized air toward the catcher, 
wherein, when a working bobbin stops being full of turns of 
a filament thereon and shifts to an empty bobbin, said rotary 
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cover rotates in the same direction and at the same rotation 
speed with the full bobbin to cover said bobbin and hold a cut 
end of the filament therein and the winding of the filament 
is shifted to the other empty bobbin. 
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
